During the week ended October 25, 1913, 89 ground squirrels, 
from Alameda County were examined for plague infection. No 
plague-infected squirrel was found.

California — Destruction of Squirrels in 1913. 

In 1912, from March to October, 29,544 squirrels were shot on 
infected territory; 902, or 3.05 per cent, were found to be infected 
with plague. From March to October, 1913, 18,722 were shot on 
infected territory; 417, or 2.17 per cent, were plague infected. There 
was, therefore, a diminution in the total number of infected squirrels 
collected in 1913, as compared with the total number in 1912, of 485 
squirrels, or 53.7 per cent. The diminution in the number of squirrels 
shot on infected areas in 1913, as compared with 1912, was 10,822, or 
36.6 per cent, although squirrel hunting in 1913 was carried on in a 
much more detailed and intensive manner than in 1912. More men 
were engaged in hunting operations and a much larger territory was 
covered.
